Oꝛalmuch as it is manilcMly ſeene that the king of Spaine, notwith(an- 
ding his many lolleg by ruine of his Naute at ſundzy times of late yeeres, 
notonelyby her Maieſties fozces on the Sea, but ſpecially by the oꝛdinance 
S otalmightie God, with tozments of windes and fozcible tempeſts at times 
ed places vnlooked foz : ret vpon the continuall reliete hee hath ofyeerely 
7X | treaſures out of both his Indies, farre exceeding in value all ſuch as his ia | 
A cher the Emperour Charles had in his time from thence, oꝛ that he himſelſe 
2 vad, vntil he conquered the kingdom of Poꝛtugal, doeth nothing ß leſle dai⸗ 
On — === ly increaſe his pꝛeparacions of warre both by land z Sea, and ſpecially by 
bulldingotr new and moꝛe mightie ſhips, attempting moſt vniuſtly the Inuaſion both ofthe Dominions of 
the Frenchking in diuers coaſtes,and the Realmes of England and Ireland, and not fozbearing with good 
ſummes ol money and other coꝛrupt rewards, alto tomooue ſome pꝛincipal Noblemen of Scotland to rebel⸗ 
lion there againſt their king, and mainteining the duke of Sauoy with men a money to inuade the French 
kings dominions in Pꝛouince, and the partes adtoining: And furthermoꝛe, by the abundant meanes ol his 
ſayd Indian treaſures, he hath many yeeres kept and mainteined in the Lowe Countreis mightie Armies 
compounded of vnnaturall Strangers, ſpeciallyot Spantards,and of Jtalians from Naples, Millane, and 
other his Territozies there, to the lamentable oppꝛellion, impoueriſhing, and depopulation of the natural 
people of the ſaid Lowe Countreis, ſo as there is to be ſeene no maner of hoſtilitie at this day in any part of 
Chꝛiſtendom, ſauing in Hungarie, but by his great armies by Dea oz land, where with he doeth wilfully in · 
uade his Neighbozs that would liue in peace, ii he would fozbeare to inuade them, they being yet conſtrained 
fo: their defence to mainteine Armies to withſtand his Jnuaſions: Ind though theſe his violent hoſtilities 
to the trouble of a great part of Chꝛiſtian dominions, are mightily maintetned by reaſon ol the abundance 
of his ſaid treaſures fromthe Indies, vet it is maniteſtlpſeene that to mainteine his ſayd Armies. a to renew 
his ſhipping, his Woneys would not in their pꝛoper nature ſufliſe, it hee were not continually mainteined 
with victual, a turniched from Foꝛrein countreys with munitions, whereol neither his Indies, noꝛ Spain, 
no2 anpother parts of his owne Countreps, are able to ſerue him: but the ſame is knowen to be bꝛought in⸗ 
to Spaine and Poꝛtugall from other Foꝛrein parts, not in his ſubiection, and that ſpecially from the Nozthe 
eat parts by Sea, where the ſayd king by abundance ol his money with his Factoꝛs foz that purpoſe in the 
molt part of the Pont townes of Eaſt land, doeth buy and pꝛouide the molt part ol his victuals, where with he 
feedeth and maintaineth his Armies, and all kind ol pzouiſions foz the building and kurniſhing ol his Nauy, 
_ and without which he cou d not continue his great hoſtilitte, but Gould be vnable to offer ſo great offence to 
his Neighboꝛs, and thereby he and all other his Neighbozs ould liue in peace: Foꝛ this cauſe, the Queenes 
Maleſtie being amongſt other Pꝛinces moſt intereſſed fo: defence ofher ſelfe and her Countreys and Sub⸗ 
tects,againft the ſayd kings great pꝛeparations ot his Nanies a Armies by Sea: andmanifeſtly perceiuing 
that ik his ſayd pꝛouiſions foz hoſtilitie to be bꝛought by Sea from the ſayd Eaſt parts might be ſkated vntill 
he might be diſpoſed to liue in peace, her Mateſtie might thereby koꝛbeare to continue her charge in maintei ⸗ 
ning her fozces both by Sea a land, which ſhe is conſtrained peerly to renew a continue only ſoꝛ her defence,

And though ſome of the Rings in thoſe Eaft countries, that haue intereſt in certaine Poꝛtes of the ſarxd 


Eaſt countries, being in amity with her Maieſty, haue bene friendly required by her Maieſtie to pꝛohibite 
their ſubiects tocarry oꝛ ſend by ſea into Spatne ſuch kindes of victuall and munition as pzoperly do main · 
teine his armies, and turniſh his ſhips of warre with all things requiſite foz to ſerue fo: his vntuſt warres: 
And that her Mateſty might hope that thereby in ſome meaſure the great quantity of ſuch victuan and mu⸗

mandementoſcye longs, from whence the Ringof Spoine hacdyeerey —

and the ſame to bzing into the next good Poꝛt, there to be oꝛdered as goods duely loꝛteited foz the benefit ol 


ware, being not of the nature of mere marchandtie, that as it islawfull foz her being a Monatcd a Pzince 
 Soueraigne, and as other Kings haue alwayes in like caſes vſed, to withſtand the fozces of her enemies, 
the will not onely authoziſe her owne Idmirals, and Captaines of her owne ſhips of warre ſerutng on the 


requiltt , to becertifiedtothe L oꝛd A dmtrall: which being by him allowed, thereupon the Owners ofthe 


ſhips a the Captaines 02 Conductoꝛs to be bound to her Maieſties vſe in good ſummes of money foz them- 


ſelues, and as cauſe ſhallrequfre, to the Lozd Admirall, with ſufficient ſureties that they ſdal do their bell 
indeuour without fraud fo2 gaine oꝛ compoſition, to arreſt ſuch ſhippes,hauing (as is abouetayd) victuall oz 
munition pꝛohibited: And like wile to be bound, as is afozeſayd, that with the ſard ſhips no harme ſhall be 

wittingly done to any perſon on the ſeas that ſhall be tn friendſhip with her Mateſty, and that ſhall not be 


either of the ſayd Countries, oꝛ to any ofthe Kingof Spaines \bips, being on the ſeas: And incaſe anyſball 
be found to haue committed any ſuch offence, whereby the bonds (hall be fozfeited,the parties damnifled ſhal 
be fully recompenſed foz all their loſſes and dammages with the ſummes of money fozfetted, and the offen- 


ders alſoſeuerelypuniſhed , accozding to their offences, by Law, Giuen at the Court at Richmond the 


xxvii. day of September tn the xxxix. rere of her Mateſties reigne.
